After  30  years  of  study,  research  and  publication  by  members  of  The  Essay-Proof 
Society  one  would  think  that  all  major  artists  in  the  security  printing  profession  would 
have  been  identified  and  their  works  catalogued.  Not  so:  Recently  Dr.  Glenn  E. 
Jackson,  president  of  the  Society,  came  into  contact  with  the  family  of  such  an  artist  j 
in  the  New  York  suburban  area  and  as  a result  we  are  able  to  publish  this  authentic 
account  of  the  work  of  John  Hay.

OHN  HAY,  a native  of  Britain  who  lived  many  years  in  Canada  before  coming 
to  the  United  States,  is  an  engraver,  artist,  engineer,  philosopher  and  inventor.  He 
^ has  pursued  his  profession  as  a vignette  and  portrait  engraver,  first  with  the  Canadian 
Bank  Note  Company  in  Ottawa  and  with  the  American  Bank  Note  Company  since  1945. 
He  was  the  only  engraver  at  American  who  made  embossed  dies,  a highly  specialized 
skill. 


•Mr.  Hay  was  born  in  Kingston-on-Thames.  A few  of  his  very  early  years  were  spent 
with  relatives  in  Brooklyn,  New  York.  J'hen  he  returned  to  his  family  who  were  then 
living  in  Surbiton,  England,  and  there  attended  a public  school,  Arundel  House.  Sub- 
sequently the  Hays  moved  to  Ottawa,  Ontario,  where  young  John  enrolled  in  the  Col- 
legiate Institute.  Later  he  attended  the  Provisional  School  of  Engineering  of  the  Royal 
Mili  tary  College  in  Kingston,  Ontario  and  followed  that  by  studying  architectural  draft- 
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ing  at  the  Ottawa  Technical  School  and  The  Royal  Canadian  Academy  of  Fine  Arts, 
where  one  of  his  instructors  was  Ernest  Fosberry,  Academy  president. 

His  next  step  was  a five-year  apprenticeship  with  the  Canadian  Bank  Note  Company, 
during  which  he  was  sent  to  New  York  City  to  study  under  George  Bridgeman.  It 
was  at  this  time  that  Mr.  Hay  engraved  on  a piece  of  steel  about  as  big  as  half  a little 
fingernail  a picture  of  King  George  V of  England.  That  tiny,  exquisite  engraving  was 
placed  in  Titiana’s  Palace,  a miniature  fairy  castle  which  was  being  shown  about  Can- 
ada, this  country  and  the  rest  of  the  world  for  British  Charities.  A letter  from  Queen 
Mary’s  secretary  thanked  Mr.  Hay  for  the  work  and  congratulated  him  on  a wonderful 
likeness.

But  much  more  in  the  way  of  recognition  was  to  come  to  Mr.  Hay,  not  only  from 
the  royal  family  but  from  the  people  of  Great  Britain,  for  he  established  just  before 
the  Battle  of  Britain  the  John  Hay  Co.,  which  manufactured  critical  equipment  for  the 
English  armed  forces.  He  made  range  finders  for  the  Royal  Navy;  his  valuable  and 
varied  educational  background  enabled  him  also  to  construct  fine  gauges  for  the  Navy. 
He  crowned  these  achievements  by  completing  a barrel  gauge  for  the  Bofors  anti- 
aircraft guns  which  proved  of  great  strategic  importance  in  England’s  defense.  His 
reputation  for  calibrating  had  now  become  so  celebrated  that  lie  sold  the  original  com- 
pany and  started  tlie  Ottawa  Gauge  and  Instrument  Co.  Etd.,  wliich  constructed  optical 
instruments  and  mountings  used  for  radar  equipment.

Another  development  of  his  skill  was  perfecting  of  a tank  periscope  for  the  Royal 
Army,  then  engaged  in  a mortal  struggle  with  the  Germans  in  Africa.  British  officers 
were  being  picked  off  by  the  dozen  by  German  riflemen  as  they  raised  their  heads  up 
through  the  tank  hatches  to  sight  the  guns.  Completion  of  a periscope  for  the  tanks 
halted  this  carnage. 

It  was  also  at  this  time  that  he  began  to  work  on  castings  and  molds,  learning 
a great  deal  by  a study  of  Cellini’s  accomplishments  in  the  use  of  centrifugal  force 
to  obtain  perfect  castings.  By  adapting  many  of  the  ideas  of  the  great  artist-engineer, 
he  made  tremendous  strides  in  production.  He  also  attended  London  University  and 
studied  mechanical  engineering  at  this  time. 

All  these  achievements  did  not  spell  enduring  financial  success  for  Mr.  Hay,  since 
his  firm  became  a “war  casualty.”  When  things  became  too  hopelessly  entangled  in 
government  red  tape,  he  closed  the  doors,  sold  his  large  home  to  pay  his  bills,  and 
left  for  the  Canadian  wilds  to  mine  feldspar,  a quartz  which  is  placer-mined.  There, 
after  the  frantic  war  years,  he  finally  had  time  to  do  a little  fishing,  but  the  whole 
place  was  nothing  but  muskeg  with  no  fishing  in  sight.  Someone  told  him  he  could 
“dig  for  fish”  and  he  found  to  his  astonishment  that  this  was  true.  One  digs  a hole 
and  waits  for  it  to  fill  with  water  and  after  a bit  good-sized  trout  appear  in  it.  Mr. 
Hay  disclaims  any  knowledge  of  how  this  happens  except  to  theorize  that  fish  must  live 
somewhere  in  the  mossy,  wet  area  of  a muskeg. 

All  these  years  he  continued  to  paint  in  a variety  of  media,  and  his  paintings  are 
now  in  private  collections  and  galleries  throughout  the  world.  Even  while  engrossed 
with  the  problems  of  manufacturing,  he  found  time  for  other  things  and  for  two  years 
published  The  Individual  Thinker,  a monthly  magazine  containing  a wealth  of  con- 
temporary culture.  He  is  a student  of  philosophy  and  a master  member  of  the  Rosicrucian 
Order,  a fraternal  philosophical  organization.

It  is  held 
in  place  by  1 0 nails  which  pierce  the  paper  and  fit  into  corresponding  holes  in 
the  bottom  half  of  the  frame.  This  prevents  the  damp  proof  from  shrinking. 
Such  a frame  can  be  used  with  two  proofs  back-to-back. 


When  Mr.  Hay  came  to  this  country  in  1945,  he  purchased  a home  in  Larchmont, 
New  York.  Albums  of  his  work  since  then  include  miniature  engravings  for  stamps 
of  Guatemala,  Honduras,  Bolivia,  and  the  Philippines,  as  well  as  engravings  which  adorn 
traveler’s  checks,  bonds  and  securities.  His  excellent  paintings  abound  in  his  home. 
His  wife,  the  former  Marjorie  Osborne,  is  a most  accomplished  artist  in  both  painting 
and  modeling,  the  latter  winning  for  her  the  sculpture  award  by  a Connecticut  artist  for 
the  year  1965,  a portrait  bust  of  Dr.  Allen  T.  Newman.*  Her  poetry  and  prose  have 
been  published.  She  is  a member  (art  and  literature)  of  The  National  League  of 
American  Penwomen.  It  is  no  surprise  that  she  met  her  future  husband  while  attending 
a Royal  Canadian  Academy  life  class  in  Ottawa. 

In  1962,  Mr.  Hay  joined  United  States  Banknote  Corporation  as  vice-president 
in  charge  of  special  research  and  development.  He  also  supplied  USB  with  numerous 
special  engravings  for  stamps  and  securities.  In  1970,  he  suffered  two  strokes  but  made 
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John  Hay’s  engraved  vignette  appears  on  this  Mexican  bank  note  reverse.

a remarkable  recovery  and  continued  on  in  the  employ  of  USB  until  his  retirement  in 
1973  at  the  age  of  65. 

Among  his  recent  developments  are  a solenoid  printing  press  and  a pressureless  print- 
ing system  (electrostatic)  which  prints  multiple  colors  from  one  plate  without  contact 
with  the  paper.  The  lack  of  pressure  is  demonstrated  by  the  printing  on  tile  which  would 
have  cracked  under  conventional  press  pressure. 


John  Hay  has  a long  list  of  philatelic  and  numismatic  engravings  to  his  credit, 
having  designed  and  engraved  many  stamps  and  bank  notes.  Here  is  a partial  listing 
of  stamps  he  has  produced  (Scott  numbers)  :

Alfred  B.  Steel,  Picture  Engraver  ( ? - ? ),  was  engraving  for  Sartains  Magazine 
in  i85o(‘*)  and  was  probably  in  Joseph  R.  Carpenter’s  employ  in  1869,  as  he  was  joint 
patentee  with  William  H.  Earle  for  the  “Improvement  in  Printing  Revenue  Stamps  etc. 
in  Two  or  More  Colors.” 

Edwin  Lamasure , Clerk  ( ? - ? ),  first  appears  in  the  1858-60  Philadelphia  direc- 
tories and  he  was  office  manager  for  Joseph  R.  Carpenter  during  the  time  he  had  the 
revenue  stamp  contract.  Carpenter  wrote  him  instructions  from  Nov.  9,  1869  to  August, 
1875. (^)  Others  mentioned  by  Carpenter  as  his  employees  from  July  12,  1871  were 
secretary  Murray,  McGirr  the  plate  printer,  Colt  siderographer,  and  Pugh  custodian. 

Robert  If  hitechurch,  Portait  Engraver  (1814-1865?).  He  was  born  in  London 

in  1814  and  came  to  Philadelphia  in  1848  and  was  employed  by  John  M.  Butler  and 

Butler  y Carpenter  until  1865.  Among  his  engraving  is  “Lincoln  and  His  Cabinet” 
after  the  painting  by  Christian  Schussele,  which  contains  the  head  of  Seward  used  on 
the  high-value  State  Department  stamps,  and  of  Stanton  as  reversed  on  the  1870,  seven- 
cent  stamp. 

Thomas  B.  li  elch.  Letter  & Portrait  Engraver  (1814-  ? ),  was  born  at  Charleston, 
S.  C.  in  1814  and  went  to  work  for  James  B.  Longacre  in  Philadelphia  from  1831  to 
1835,  during  which  time  he  engraved  a head  of  Washington  after  Stuart  and  a small 
portrait  of  Benjamin  Franklin, (^'’*)  which  may  possibly  be  the  one  used  for  the  vignette 

of  the  1847  five-cent  stamp.  He  engraved  13  portraits  for  the  1834  Edition  of  the 

National  Portrait  gallery,  and  five  more  for  the  1852  Edition. 

Richard  If  . Dodson,  Portrait  Engraver  (1812-1867).  This  excellent  line  engraver 
was  born  at  Cambridge,  Md.  February  5,  1812,  and  died  at  Cape  May,  N.  J.  July  23, 
1867.  When  about  16,  he  entered  the  studio  of  James  B.  Longacre,  where  he  remained 
until  1833.  He  engraved  seven  of  the  portraits  in  Longacre’s  National  Portrait  gallery, 
1834  edition. 

Dodson  engraved  in  Philadelphia  until  1845,  mostly  small  plates,  including  Benjamin 
Franklin  half-length,  wearing  a coat  trimmed  with  fur,  from  the  painting  by  Longacre, 
as  reduced  for  the  vignette  on  the  1847  five-cent  stamp.  He  also  engraved  a half-length 
portrait  of  Major  General  William  Henry  Harrison  after  the  painting  by  J.  R.  Lambdin, 
and  (with  John  Cheney)  Daniel  Webster  from  the  miniature  head  and  bust  by  R.  M. 
Stagg.(^-’^) 

If'iUiam  Strickland , Designer,  Engraver,  Portrait  Painter,  Architect  (1787-1854.) 
Born(^)  in  Philadelphia  in  1787;  died  in  Nashville,  Tenn.,  April  7,  1854.  Strickland 
studied  architecture  under  Benjamin  H.  Latrobe;  but  in  1809  he  took  up  portrait 
painting,  designing  for  bank  note  engravers  in  Philadelphia  and  engraving  in  aquatint. 
In  this  manner  he  produced  a few  portraits  and  a number  of  views  illustrating  events 
in  the  War  of  1812. 

About  1820,  Strickland  resumed  practice  in  Philadelphia  as  an  architect,  and  among 
the  buildings  designed  by  him  in  Philadelphia  were  the  Masonic  Hall,  U.  S.  Mint,  Bank 
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of  the  United  States,  the  new  Chestnut  St.  and  the  Arch  St.  Theatres,  and  the  IVIerchants 
Exchange  (3rd  and  Dock  Sts.)  also,  the  State  House  at  Nashville,  Tenn. 

John  Cheney,  Portrait  Engraver  ( 1801-1850?),  was  born  in  Manchester,  Conn,  in 
1801.  He  went  to  Hartford  about  1821  and  worked  with  Mr.  Willard,  a map  engraver, 
and  subsequently  passed  some  time  in  Boston.  After  studying  several  years  in  Europe 
he  returned  to  Boston  and  on  to  Philadelphia,  where  he  continued  to  engrave  until 
about  1850.  He  was  said  to  have  been  “the  best  engraver  of  the  female  head  in 
America,”  though  his  works  were  mainly  small  heads,  among  which  was  Martha 
Washington  after  the  head  portrait  by  Gilbert  Stuart  in  the  Boston  Athenaeum.

Emmanuel  Leutze,  N.  A.  Artist  & Designer  ( 1816-1868) , was  born  in  1816  at  Wurtem- 
burg,  Bavaria. He  was  taken  as  a child  by  his  parents  to  Philadelphia.  Prior  to 
1841,  he  was  recommended  by  John  Sartain  and  took  up  Sartain’s  former  occupation  as 
designer  for  the  firm  of  Underwood,  Bald,  Spencer  ^ Hufty  in  Philadelphia  and  for 
another  bank  note  engraving  firm  in  New  York.  In  1841,  Leutze  painted  in  Philadelphia 
his  “Return  of  Columbus  in  Chains  to  Cadiz”  (52^2  x 36  inches),  which  was  used  for 
the  subject  of  the  1893  $2.00  Columbian  stamp.  The  width  of  the  painting  being  too 
short  to  fit  the  space  on  the  stamp,  the  engraver,  Charles  Skinner,  added  a man  at 
the  right  end  and  another  at  the  left  end.  The  picture  was  exhibited  in  Brussels,  for 
which  the  King  of  the  Belgians  presented  him  with  a silver  medal.  The  painting  was 
purchased  by  The  Apollo  Association  and  drawn  as  a prize  in  1843  by  one  of  its  members, 
Richard  J.  Arnold,  of  Providence  and  Newport,  R.  I.,  and  Savannah,  Ga.  It  has 
descended  in  the  family  through  his  daughter,  Mrs.  William  Richmond  Talbot  of 
Providence,  to  her  son  Arnold  Gindrat  Talbot,  who  took  it  with  him  in  1921  from 
Providence,  to  its  first  home,  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  where  it  now  hangs  in  his  residence 
(1938).  About  1850,  an  engraving  (25x18  inches)  was  made  from  it  by  A.  H.  Ritchie 
of  New  York.  Both  the  painting  and  engraving  were  discovered  recently  by  F.  L.  Lewton 
of  the  Smithsonian  Institution  and  brought  to  our  attention  by  Catherine  L.  Manning, 
Philatelist  of  tlie  Smithsonian,  through  whose  courtesy  we  are  able  to  illustrate  the 
painting. 

By  the  sale  of  this  painting  and  a number  of  his  drawings, ( ^^ ) Leutze  realized 
enough  to  carry  him  to  Europe  in  1841,  when  he  entered  the  Academy  at  Duesseldorf 
and  painted  his  “Columbus  before  the  Council  of  Salamanca,”  which  was  purchased  by

the  Duesseldorf  Art  Union.  He  also  painted  while  in  Germany  “News  from  Lexington” 
and  similar  works  of  an  ideal  and  historical  character.  He  studied  in  Italy  and  was 
in  Rome  in  April,  1845,  but  returned  to  America  in  1859,  though  he  frequently  travelled 
to  the  art  centers  of  Europe. 

Emmanuel  Leutze  was  made  a member  of  the  National  Academy  in  i860.  Among 
his  other  better  known  paintings  are:  “Western  Immigration”  and  “Star  of  the  Empire.” 
both  in  the  Capitol  at  Washington;  “Washington  at  the  Battle  of  Monmouth,”  and  the 
well-known  “Washington  Crossing  the  Delaware,”  still  in  Germany.  After  his  death 
in  1868,  there  were  exhibited  his  “Settlement  of  Maryland  by  Lord  Baltimore,”  and 
portraits  of  “General  Grant”  and  “the  Painter  by  Himself,”  the  last  being  presented  to 
the  National  Academy  by  John  Taylor  Johnson. 

Alexander  H.  Ritchie,  Landscape  Engraver  (1810-1875?),  is  said  to  have  been  born 
in  Scotland  about  1810  but  to  have  acquired  the  art  of  engraving  in  this  country  about 
1840.  He  is  listed  in  New  York  City  Directories  from  1853  and  resided  in  Brooklyn, 
N.  Y.  about  1875.  Among  his  engravings  are  “Washington  and  His  Generals,”  the 
“Death  of  Lincoln,”  and  “Columbus  in  Chains”  after  the  painting  by  Emmanuel  Leutze, 
1850.

Issued  on  Jan.  2,  1975  were  one-color  intaglio- 
printed  40,  60,  and  70M  stamps  with  a new  version  of  the  ancient  symbol.  The  arms 
first  appeared  on  (justavus  1 Vasa’s  tombstone  in  Uppsala  Cathedral  in  1581.  Also 
notable  on  the  design  is  a typeface  very  similar  to  the  “Cameo”  used  for  headlines  in 
this  Journal.

Newly  •'Disco  vered  National  Bank 
Note  Essay  and  An  Error  Thereon

WHOEVER  said  there  isn’t  anything  new  under  the  sun  is  not  interested  in  the 
history  of  National  Bank  Notes.  The  National  Currency  Bureau  (now  the 
Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing)  did  not  print  notes  until  the  fall  of  i8b.^ 
The  first  notes  printed  were  the  Compound  Interest  Notes  of  1863  and  1864,  the  S', 
Treasury  Notes  of  i86,S,  and  h'ractional  Currency.  Until  Septemher.  187s.  National 
Bank  Notes  were  printed  exclusively  hy  private  printing  companies.  After  this  date 
National  Bank  Notes  were  partially  printed  hy  the  Bureau.  By  October,  1877.  the 
Bureau  was  printing  all  our  currency. 
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h'irst  U.  S.  National  Bank  Notes’’  hy  d'homas  l'\  Morris  (EPJ  Nos.  79. 
the  contents  of  the  contract  hetween  the  Continental  Bank  Note  k\).  of 
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Obverse  and  reverse  of  the  accepted  $10  National  Bank  Note  design  by  American 

Bank  Note  Co. 


New  York  and  the  United  States  were  made  available  to  us.  The  contract  was  to 
enable  the  Continental  Bank  Note  Co.  to  prepare  the  plates  for  the  $5  and  $10  First 
Charter  National  Bank  Notes.  For  the  sum  of  $2,000,  “Bed-plates  or  dies,  rolls  and 
one  transferred  plate  of  the  ten-dollar  ($10)  note”  were  to  be  produced.  “.  . . "Fhe  left- 
hand  vignette  on  the  obverse  (is)  to  be  the  design  entitled  Franklin  and  the  Lightning , 
and  the  opposite  or  right-hand  vignette  (is)  to  be  engraved  from  a symbolical  design 
entitled  America  grasping  the  Lightning , this  day  delivered  to  the  manager  of  the  Conti- 
nental Bank  Note  Company.”  This  $10  design  was  never  issued. 

Another  contract  was  awarded  to  a second  private  printing  firm,  the  American  Bank 
Note  Co.  of  New  \’ork.  d'his  company  prepared  plates  for  a $10  National  Bank  Note, 
d'he  vignettes  were  prepared  as  specified  in  the  previous  contract  with  the  Continental 
Bank  Note  Co.  However,  the  vignettes  of  Franklin  and  America  turned  out  not  only 
smaller  but  were  of  a different  rendition.  I'he  back  was  also  modified.  Both  the  original 
and  issued  versions  of  the  $io  note  are  illustrated  here  for  comparison,  d'he  American 
Bank  Note  C'o.  design  as  submitted  was  considered  to  he  the  better  design  by  Secretary 
of  the  t reasury  (.'base  and  S.  M.  Clarke  of  the  National  Currency  Bureau.

OVERPRINT  ERROR  ON  ESSAY  DESIGN 


r"|1HIS  newly  illustrated  $10  National  Bank  Note  is  of  course,  of  great  interest  to 
I syngraphists.*  However,  the  owner  of  the  note  had  another  ace  up  his  sleeve.  I 
was  shown  a uniface  printing  of  the  Continental  Bank  Note  version  minus  the 
gold  overprints  of  “FIRST”  and  “WASHINGTON.”  This  uniface  specimen  had  an- 
other overprint — an  error.  Two  plates  were  necessary  to  prepare  the  backs  of  these 
notes.  One  plate  minus  the  central  vignette  was  needed  in  order  to  print  the  particular 
state  or  territorial  seal.  The  plate  bearing  the  seal  was  overprinted  in  error  on  the  face 
of  this  uniface  specimen.  Possibly  it  received  only  one  of  the  two  printings  necessary  for 
the  back,  and  in  error  the  one  printing  was  overprinted  on  the  face.  The  workman 
who  punched  the  cancellation  holes  in  the  note  obviously  did  not  notice  the  overprinted 
error  either.  To  be  shown  a specimen  that  one  has  read  about  but  has  never  seen  is  a 
delight,  but  to  see  a specimen  error  of  the  same  note  is  that  extra  icing  on  the  cake. 


THE  PIE-SHAPED  HOLES 

A PROMINENT  feature  of  this  banknote  essay  is  the  punched  cancellation  forming 
a pattern  of  three  pie-shaped  holes.  We  have  the  problem  of  identifying  who 
cancelled  it  in  this  manner.  Collectors  of  United  States  Internal  Revenue  excise  tax 
stamps  and  special  tax  stamps  have  long  been  familiar  with  this  punched  cancel,  for  it  is 
found  on  almost  all  the  unused  remainders  of  these  two  classes  of  stamps.  It  is  never 
found  on  a used  excise  or  special  tax  stamp.  We  also  know'  that  the  source  of  these 
unused  remainders  w'as  the  enterprising  dealer,  Edward  B.  Sterling,  aided  by  the  well- 
known  philatelist,  Hiram  E.  Deats,  then  a young  man. 

Sterling  has  told  the  story  in  The  American  Philatelist  (Vol.  5,  No.  3,  March  1891) 
of  his  purchase  from  the  Treasury  Department  of  213  tons  of  excise  and  special  tax 
stamps  that  had  been  originally  issued  in  book  form.  In  this  article  {AP,  Vol.  5.,  page 
33),  Sterling  relates  that  during  the  purchase  negotiations  the  Treasury  Department 
asked  that  there  be  a “further  cancelling  (of)  the  stamps  by  motive  power,  which  would 
prevent  tlieir  being  used.  A machine  was  about  to  be  ordered,  costing  $400.  with  which 
the  stamps  were  to  be  cancelled,  at  the  expense  of  Mr.  Sterling.’  However,  he  says  that

the  Government  relented  on  this  requirement  “before  the  contract  was  given  for  the 
machine”  and  allowed  the  sale  of  the  remainders  “without  extra  cancellation.” 

1 he  two  phrases  that  interest  us  here  are  “further  cancelling”  and  “extra  cancel- 
lation,” both  of  which  must  mean  that  these  stamps  had  already  been  voided  and  that 
the  operation  had  been  carried  out  by  the  Treasury  Department  itself,  as  the  stamps  had 
not  left  the  custody  of  the  Department  until  their  sale  to  Deats  and  Sterling.  Thus  we 
can  say  with  reasonable  certainty  that  a punch  cancel  of  this  pattern  identifies  the  can- 
celled piece  as  having  been  Treasury  property. 


Price  IReview  of  Proofs  in  1975  Scott’s  “Specialized” 

The  greatly  increased  demand  for  proofs  is  reflected  in  the  proof  section  of  Scott’s 
Jjnited  States  Specialized  Catalogue  for  1975.  The  price  of  every  single  proof  listed  has 
gone  up  anywhere  from  ten  to  forty  percent. 

Hack  in  1969  the  popular  1869  small  die  proofs  ( 1 12P2-122P2)  listed  for  a mere 
$480.00  for  the  set.  They  are  now  $1,295.00 — a 22%  increase  over  1974.  The  inverted 
centers  (i2oa-i22a,  i29aP4)  catalogued  $2,000.00  in  1969.  They  are  priced  at  $3,600.00 
in  the  1975  catalogue,  and  a set  sold  in  a November  H.R.  Harmer  auction  realized 
$3,800.00. 

Large  dies  of  the  1861  regular  issue  (63,  65,  68,  69,  76,  78P1)  are  up  20%  over 
last  year  to  $300,000  each,  and  the  3c  pink  (64P1)  has  gone  from  $650.00  to  $775.00. 

Blocks  of  four  of  the  ic,  3c,  4c,  5c,  and  6c  Columbian  issue  on  India  (230,  232- 
235  P3)  are  up  to  $100.00  from  their  1974  price  of  $67.50,  and  the  other  values  have 
gone  up  proportionately. 

Large  die  proofs  of  the  regular  series  of  1902  (300-313P1)  now  catalogue  $425.00 
each  as  opposed  to  $375.00  last  year. 

Twentieth  century  commemorative  proofs  also  reflect  a firm  market.  The  1926 
Ericsson  and  White  Plains,  1927  Vermont  and  Burgoyne,  and  1928  Valley  Forge  (628, 
629,  643-645)  all  stand  at  $450.00  for  large  dies  on  India  or  w'ove  and  small  dies  on 
white  or  yellowish  wove.  Small  dies  of  the  1932  Bicentennials  (705-715  P2)  are  $400.00 
each  and  the  y^c  (705P2)  is  $425.00. 

The  scarcity  of  early  air  mail  proofs  is  quite  evident  in  their  prices.  Large  die 
proofs  of  Ci  and  C2  are  catalogued  at  $2,500.00 — up  substantially  from  last  year’s 
$1,850.00.  Later  air  mails  are  up,  too,  but  not  quite  as  much.  C25-C31P  have  gone 
from  $700.00  in  1974  to  $800.00  in  the  1975  Scott  Catalogue. 

I'he  first  special  deliveries  (Ei  and  E2)  continue  their  steady  climb.  The  large 
die  proofs  have  almost  tripled  since  1969  when  they  catalogued  $55.00  each.  They  are 
now  listed  at  $165.00  each.  Blocks  of  four  on  India  of  the  same  issue  are  $75.00,  with 
blocks  on  card  catching  up  rapidly — up  from  $35.00  in  1974  to  $60  in  1975. 

All  the  large  die  proofs  of  the  Officials  that  were  $25.00  in  the  1974  Scott  catalogue 
are  up  to  $30.00.  The  “Atlanta”  set  of  plate  proofs  has  not  been  neglected,  either.  As 
an  example,  129  and  130TC  are  $160.00,  131TC  $175.00,  and  132TC  $200.00  each 
color. 

In  fact,  prices  of  all  trial  color  proofs  from  iTC  at  $150,000  through  air  posts, 
carriers,  postage  due,  “Goodall’s”,  newspapers,  revenues,  etc.,  up  to  and  including  the 
1894  playing  cards  have  been  changed.  The  latter  (RFi  and  2TC)  seemed  to  have  got 
stuck  at  $80.00  the  past  few  years,  but  this  year  they  have  moved  up  almost  25%  to  a 
more  accurate  price  of  $100.00  each.

ry'i HE  FOLLOWING  is  a potpourri  of  results  of  the  sale  of  world  essays  and  proofs, 
B with  special  emphasis  on  British  material,  at  various  Robson  Lowe  sales  held 
throughout  1974.  This  past  year,  more  than  ever,  such  material  sold  extremely 
well,  with  many  realizations  far  in  excess  of  the  auctioneer’s  estimates.  During  the  year 
the  Robson  Lowe  organization  also  conducted  four  sales  of  worldwide  revenue  issues. 
Although ' essays  and  proofs  did  not  bulk  large  in  them,  they  did  bring  gratifying  reali- 
zations in  a market  still  in  a state  of  flux  due  to  lack  of  adequate  catalog  listings-  and 
burgeoning  demand.

NEW  REVENUE  ESSAY-PROOF  HANDBOOK 

Essays  and  Proofs  of  United  States  Internal  Revenue  Stamps,  by  George  T.  Turner. 
Bureau  Issues  Association:  1974.  xi  + 446  pages,  illustrated,  hardbound.  (Price  $30.00, 
from  the  BIA,  19  Maple  St.,  Arlington,  Mass.  02174) 

A “first”  in  any  field  is  always  a notable  event;  the  making  of  order  out  of  chaos 
is  certainly  an  enviable  achievement.  And  such  is  the  substantial  volume  compiled  by 
George  T.  Turner:  the  first  catalogue  to  describe  the  essays  and  proofs  of  all  U.S. 
revenue  stamps. 

In  terms  of  the  quantities  issued,  revenue  stamps  are  fully  the  equal  of  postage 
stamps  and  of  paper  money.  It  is  only  in  collecting  interest  that  they  have  taken  a 
quite  minor  place.  But  revenue  stamps  have  not  lacked  for  dedicated  and  serious 
collectors  and  students.  In  a very  interesting  introduction,  George  Turner  has  given  a 
philatelic  history  of  this  subject,  tracing  the  great  collections  down  to  the  present  day. 

The  essays  and  proofs  of  ALL  classes  of  U.S.  revenue  stamps  are  treated  in  this 
volume:  the  general  documentary  and  proprietary  issues;  private  die  proprietaries; 
revenue  stamped  paper;  and  the  issues  of  “tax-paid”  revenues.  All  of  the  essays  are 
illustrated  and  all,  except  those  in  the  Smithsonian’s  “Eagle”  collection,  are  priced. 
This  feature,  pricing,  might  be  thought  to  be  controversial  or  even  unneeded,  but  as 
done  here,  works  out  very  well.  Mr,  Turner  only  claims  that  the  quotations  are  meant 
to  be  a relative  guide,  yet  the  figures  chosen  are  quite  representative  of  today’s  trans- 
actions. 

As  with  all  pioneering  studies  there  will  be  still  further  items  to  be  recorded.  The 
“Sturgeon”  essays,  mentioned  in  Brazer’s  handbook,  are  not  listed  here.  A few  of  the 
entries  may  be  found  to  be  not  needed,  I believe  that  some  of  the  tobacco  tax-palds 
listed  as  proofs  are  issued  stamps. 

No  revenue  stamp  enthusiast  will  need  this  review,  he  knows  he  must  have  the 
book.  The  collector  of  postage  essays  and  proofs,  on  the  other  hand,  should  know  that 
the  same  printing  firms  that  submitted  essays  for  postage  stamp  contracts  also  made 
revenue  essays.  The  student  of  printing  history,  too,  will  find  much  of  real  interest. 
In  sum,  with  the  publication  of  this  volume  one  of  the  important,  hitherto  uncharted, 
areas  of  stamp  collecting  interest  is  made  accessible.

Mr.  Schueren  made  corrections 
and  revised  the  text,  added  a chapter  of  breathtaking  photographs,  and  assembled  the 
whole  into  handbook  form, 

EPS’ers  need  no  introduction  to  tbe  pleasures  of  the  varied  essays  and  proofs  of 
our  first  pictorial  series,  but  they  may  well  desire  to  own  this  attractive  volume  for 
their  reference  libraries.  The  author  and  the  Collectors  Club  of  Chicago  are  to  be 
commended  for  their  initiative  in  making  it  available. 

The  Postage  Stamps  and  Postal  History  of  Canada,  by  Winthrop  S.  Boggs,  published 
by  Quarterman  Publications,  Inc.,  5 S,  Union  St.,  Lawrence,  MA  01827.  $40.00. 
912  pages,  6x9,  illustrated  profusely,  bard  cover,  cloth  bound. 
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1 his  “bible”  of  Canadian  philately,  first  published  in  1945  in  two  volumes,  is  once 
again  available  as  a quality  reprint  in  one  large  volume.  It  includes  a new  38-page 
section  of  corrections  and  additions  compiled  from  the  late  author’s  own  notes  but  pre- 
sented “as  is,”  with  no  effort  to  correlate  them  with  more  recent  research  which  might 
outdate  some  of  them. 


EPS’  ers  familiar  with  the  original  edition  know  that  their  specialty  is  served  well, 
not  in  a separate  section,  but  incorporated  into  the  chapters  on  specific  issues  to  tell  the 
entire  story.  Since  the  original  was  published  under  wartime  conditions,  illustrations 
are  not  as  clear  as  one  would  wish  but  they  have  come  through  the  reprint  process  with 
little  further  deterioration. 


Family  Albiam  on  Netlierlamdls  Stamps 

An  unusual  innovation  in  stamp  design  is  seen  in  the  Netherlands  child  welfare 
stamps  of  1974-  Because  they  marked  the  50th  year  of  this  type  of  postal  paper,  designs 
linked  to  the  “good  old  days”  were  chosen.  They  consist  of  reproductions  of  four  typical 
child  photographs  of  the  turn  of  the  century. 

The  two  young  girls  in  their  quaint  dresses  on  the  45c-|-20c  are  still  alive  today, 
aged  77  and  76.  The  boy  with  a hoop  on  the  30c-|-i5c  was  their  uncle  who  died  six 
years  ago  at  the  age  of  76.  Another  uncle  and  an  aunt  appear  as  infants  on  the  35c  + 
20c,  while  a maternal  cousin  graces  the  6oc-|-20c.  All  the  photos  were  derived  from 
a family  album  which  belonged  to  Gerardus  van  Bruggen.  It  came  into  the  hands  of 
a grandson,  an  art  teacher  named  Wim  Smits,  who  in  turn  loaned  it  to  one  of  his 
pupils,  Antoinette  Lucassen-van  Oeffel,  who  had  entered  the  contest  for  the  stamp 
designs. 


Vaticami  Holy  Year  Issue 

A set  of  II  four-color  photogravure  stamps  printed  by  the  Polygraphic  Institute  of 
the  Italian  State  was  issued  Dec.  18,  1974  by  the  Vatican  to  mark  the  Holy  Year  1975. 
Each  stamp  features  a special  design,  nine  of  which  are  art  reproductions  from  the  four 
major  churches  in  Rome — St.  Peter’s,  St.  Paul’s  Outside  the  Walls,  St.  John  Lateran, 
and  St.  Mary  Major.  One  shows  the  Vatican  coat  of  arms,  while  the  highest  denomination 
has  a sketch  by  Prof.  Lino  Bianchi  Barriviera  of  Pope  Paul  VI  on  the  papal  throne.

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Reports  of  Society  Momtlily  Meetings

Meeting  of  October  10  1973.  Present  were  Mrs.  Ehrenberg;  Messrs.  Pagby,  Boutrelle, 
Essner,  Einkelburg,  Jackson,  Minuse,  Morris,  Wilkens,  and  Yollis.  Our  guest  was 
Mr.  Gene  Messier. 

Falk  Finkelburg  first  showed  what  he  described  as  a “rare  essay  for  the  1923  issue” 
— an  enlargement  of  the  frame  of  the  7-cent  stamp  containing  a portrait,  not  of  President 
McKinley,  hut  of  Falk  himself.  (This  “essay”  had  been  created  by  his  son-in-law  as 
a gift.)  For  his  exhibit,  Mr.  Finkelburg  had  chosen  the  U.  S.  1869  issue,  starting  with 
the  i-cent  Franklin.  Large  die  proofs  of  the  small  numeral  essay  were  showm  in  five 
trial  colors.  He  continued  with  plate  proofs  in  blocks  of  the  essay  in  shades  of  brown, 
olive,  and  buff,  and  also  in  grilled,  perforated  and  gummed  examples.  The  issued  design 
was  shown  as  a large  die  proof  in  black  as  the  stamp,  as  the  1875  reprint,  and  as  plate 
proofs  on  India  and  card. 

Z)r.  Glenn  Jackson  displayed  an  essay  for  the  $10  National  Bank  Note.  With  this, 
he  showed  the  original  wash  drawing  by  T.  A.  Liebler  used  for  the  right  side  vignette 
“America  Seizing  Lightning”  and  a photo  of  the  drawing  “Franklin  and  Electricity,”  the 
design  used  for  the  vignette  on  the  left  side  of  the  note.  A note,  but  with  slightly  altered 
vignettes,  was  printed  by  the  American  Bank  Note  Co. 

Mark  Essner  exhibited  a set  of  i-cent  1851  trial  color  proofs  on  colored  cards, 
said  to  be  one  of  only  six  such  sets  made  by  E.  Schernikow  of  these  Toppan,  Carpenter 
& Co.  essays.  Mr.  Essner  then  displayed  the  i-cent  of  the  1861  issue,  first  as  a hybrid 
large  die  proof  from  a presentation  book,  then  as  the  1915  small  die  proof,  and  finally 
as  plate  proofs  on  India  and  card.  A wide  variety  of  experimental  uses  were  shown, 
most  notably  a full  pane  of  100  from  Plate  #12  In  pale  brown  on  waxy  paper. 

Meeting  of  November  14,  1973.  Present  were  Mrs.  Ehrenberg,  Mrs.  Warm;  Messrs. 
Bagby,  Finkelburg,  Gros,  Jackson,  Minuse,  Alorris,  and  Wilkens. 

Falk  Finkelburg  continued  his  exhibition  of  the  1869  issue,  this  time  showing  the 
2-cent  “Post  Horse  and  Rider.”  He  began  with  two  different  trial  color  large  die  proofs 
of  the  small  numeral  essay  and  went  on  to  show  plate  essays  in  blocks  representing  no 
less  than  14  different  colors  or  shades,  and  the  essay  grilled,  including  a double  grill. 
Blocks  of  plate  proofs  of  tbe  issued  stamp  were  shown  on  India  and  card  in  seven  shades 
of  brown.  A large  die  proof  completed  this  wonderful  display. 

Dr.  Glenn  Jackson  showed  materials  relating  to  a reception  given  for  President 
Andrew  Johnson  in  St.  Louis  in  1866.  He  read  off  the  menu  at  the  dinner — course 
after  course,  all  with  a seemingly  Impossible  variety  of  food  and  drink.  He  then  showed 
further  Items  from  his  collection  of  ferry  and  trolley  tickets;  large  die  proofs  of  tickets, 
proofs  of  vignettes  of  street  cars  used  for  stock  certificates,  and  the  tickets  and  certificates 
themselves.  One  notable  example  was  a 25-cent  note  issued  by  the  Brooklyn  South  Ferry 
Company  and  dated  July  i,  1837. 

Julian  Gros  displayed  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt’s  original  looseleaf  album  of  large  die 
proofs  of  the  1922-25  regular  issue  and  the  commemorative  issues  of  the  1920’s.  The 
album  had  been  given  to  FDR  before  his  inauguration. 

Meeting  of  February  13,  1974.  Present  were  Mrs.  Ehrenberg,  Mrs.  Warm;  Messrs. 
Bagby,  Gottlieb,  Gros,  Minuse,  Warm,  and  Wilkens. 

Murray  Gottlieb  showed  a collection  of  proofs  and  essays  from  the  period  1847-1869 
with  portraits  of  Washington  and  Jefferson.  The  extensive  field  of  1861-67  essays  was 
well  represented  by  many  of  the  grilled  proofs  and  the  fragile  Lowenberg  essays. 
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Julian  Gros  displayed  a set  of  large  die  proofs  of  the  1910-11  Postal  Savings  Mail 
official  stamps.  Also  shown  was  a complete  collection  of  savings  stamps  and  the  war 
savings  stamps  of  1942-45.  IVIr.  Gros  then  exhibited  large  die  proofs  of  the  first  two 
designs  of  the  Post  Office  Seals. 

Mrs.  Lynne  If  arm  showed  some  recently  acquired  material  in  the  1894  series; 
notably  further  examples  of  plate  number  strips  and  blocks,  and  a cover  used  in  Samoa. 

Meeting  of  March  13,  1974.  Present  were  Mrs.  Ehrenberg,  Mrs.  Warm;  Messrs. 
Bagby,  Essner,  Gros,  Higgins,  Jackson,  Warm,  Wilkens,  and  Yollis. 

Mrs.  Rae  Ehrenberg  exhibited  her  collection  of  philatelic  autographs.  The  first 
section  comprised  part  of  her  former  departmental  stamp  collection  and  featured  Pres- 
idents and  cabinet  members.  A second  section  was  made  up  of  famous  American  women. 
Covers  with  autographed  letters  were  shown  from  Susan  B.  Anthony  and  Frances  Willard, 
among  others.  Mrs.  Ehrenberg  also  showed  a very  comprehensive  collection  of  United 
Nations  stamps  accompanied  by  autographs  of  the  designers  of  the  stamps. 

Dr.  Glenn  Jackson  displayed  his  collection  of  Waterbury  fancy  cancels  and  postal 
history.  The  famous  fancy  cancels  were  the  work  of  John  W.  Hill  beginning  in  1865 
(August  25th  is  the  earliest  date  known)  and  continuing  into  the  i88o’s.  Many  of  the 
approximately  250  different  designs,  carved  by  Hill  on  pieces  of  cork,  have  had  their 
dates  of  use  recorded;  some  were  surprisingly  long-lasting,  others  were  in  use  only  a day. 
Dr.  Jackson  also  showed  other,  regular  cancellations  used  in  Waterbury  during  this 
period.  As  with  most  widely  collected  material,  counterfeits  were  to  be  seen. 

Meeting  of  April  10,  1974.  Present  were  Mrs.  Ehrenberg,  Mrs.  Warm;  Messrs.  Bagby, 
Corette,  Essner,  Finkelburg,  Gottlieb,  Gros,  Horton,  Jackson,  Warm,  and  Wilkens. 
Our  guest  was  Mr.  Steven  Cohen. 

Falk  Finkelburg  exhibited  proofs  of  the  1847  issue.  Rare  full-sized  large  die  proofs 

and  a contemporary  large  die  proof  of  the  5c  in  black  were  shown.  Mr.  Finkelburg 

told  that  only  the  early  proofs  of  this  issue  were  sharp  in  impression  and  without  flaws.  A 
group  of  small  die  trial  colors — pale  shades  of  red,  green  and  blue — and  issued  colors 
on  India  and  bond  followed.  He  displayed  the  1893  proofs  on  glazed  card  and  on  various 
colored  papers — green,  yellow,  orange,  etc.,  including  shades  of  these  papers.  Specimen 
overprints,  the  1875  reproductions,  including  examples  of  the  five  different  printings  on 
card,  and  the  1915  Panama-Pacific  set  were  all  shown.  Amid  this  wonderful  display, 
a trial  color  of  the  lOc  in  green  was  much  admired. 

Dr.  Glenn  Jackson  showed  examples  of  the  work  of  a contemporory  stamp  designer 
and  engraver,  John  Hay,  who  had  been  employed  by  the  United  States  Bank  Note  Co.  and 
the  American  Bank  Note  Co.  A good  part  of  his  work  involved  the  use  of  embossing, 
and  proofs  of  stamps  and  postal  stationery  for  Canada,  the  Philippines,  and  the  United 

Nations  were  shown.  Mr.  Hay,  in  addition  to  his  work  as  an  engraver,  was  a published 

author  and  an  inventor.  Dr.  Jackson  exhibited  essays  of  a method,  patented  by  Hay,  for 
printing  on  tile,  glass,  or  paper  without  the  steel  plate  touching  the  printing  medium. 

Bradley  B.  Horton  displayed  an  essay  for  the  first  U.  S.  penny  postal  card  of  1873 
as  proposed  by  the  then  Representative  James  A.  Garfield. 

Meeting  of  May  9,  1974.  Present  were  Mrs.  Warm;  Messrs.  Bagby,  Corette,  Essner, 
Finkelburg,  Gottlieb,  Gros,  Jackson,  Minuse,  and  Wilkens. 

Daniel  Bagby  showed  a collection  of  reprinted  sheets  of  20,  in  trial  colors,  of  the 
American  Letter  Mail  Co.  local  of  1844.  Mr.  Bagby  then  displayed  the  1845  New  \ ork 
Postmaster  Provisional  as  the  unused  stamp  and  as  compound  large  die  proofs  in  sepia, 
violet  black,  and  black.  This  was  followed  by  sets  of  both  designs  of  the  1861  issue, 
plate  proofs  on  India.  The  decorated  album  pages  on  which  these  were  mounted  drew 
appreciative  comment. 
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Mrs.  Lynne  J!  arm  showed  a complete  page  from  the  Roosevelt  book:  small  die 
proofs  of  the  1902  issue.  Also  displayed  was  an  attractive  lot  of  advertising  covers  from 
the  turn  of  the  century. 

M ^r k Essner  exhibited  large  die  proofs  of  the  1907  Jamestown  issue  and  two  pro- 
gressive large  die  proofs  of  the  5-cent  Pocahontas,  the  first  with  no  shading  in  the  back- 
ground, and  then  with  some  shading.  Mr.  Essner  also  showed  die  proofs  of  the  1919 
Victory  issue;  one,  in  black,  had  an  unfinished  background. 

Thomas  Corette  displayed  two  albino  impressions  of  the  2-cent  Columbian  Exposition 
issue  envelope  of  1893. 

Falk  Finkelburg  showed  American  Bank  Note  Co.  essays  prepared  for  their  1881 
issue.  The  i-cent  Eranklin,  3-cent  Washington,  and  3-cent  Liberty  essays  of  1877  were 
shown  in  various  trial  colors  on  India  and  on  glazed  papers.  This  was  followed  by  a 
design  model  for  the  1881  issue  on  colored  paper  and  by  large  die  proofs  of  the  vignettes 
for  the  I -cent  and  lo-cent  values.  Mr.  P inkelburg  then  displayed  a comprehensive  col- 
lection of  the  proofs  of  this  issue.  Amidst  the  wealth  of  material  shown,  a trial  color 
for  the  3-cent  in  light  brown  and  a block  of  six  of  the  3-cent  with  an  anti-cancellation- 
removal  protective  feature  were  especially  interesting.  , 

Dr.  Glenn  Jackson  showed  a portrait  of  the  artist  and  engraver  Frederick  Girsch 
(1821-1895),  dated  1839,  before  he  came  to  New  York.  A collection  of  proofs  of 
state  seals  as  used  on  the  reverses  of  National  Currency  was  displayed.  Also  shown 
was  a die  proof  on  large  card  of  an  elaborately  engraved  alphabet.  A note  on  the  back 
of  the  card  read  “engraved  for  government — to  make  it  more  difficult  to  counterfeit — 
I posed  for  some  of  these.  M.B.D.”  Dr.  Jackson  explained  that  Mrs.  Dunwoody, 
daughter  of  Charles  Burt,  had  written  the  note. 

Meeting  of  June  12,  1974.  Present  were  Mrs.  Ehrenberg;  Messrs.  Bagby,  Essner,  Gros, 
Jackson,  Minuse,  Rasmussen,  and  Wilkens.  Our  guest  was  Mr.  Daniel  Olsen. 

Andrew  Rasmussen  displayed  a collection  of  vignettes  of  Christopher  Columbus. 
These  included  a large  die  proof  signed  by  J.F.C.  Smillie  (the  use  to  which  this  was 
put  is  not  known),  vignettes  of  Columbus  as  used  on  Caracas  bank  notes;  the  Barcelona 
souvenir  card,  the  U.S.  Postal  Panel  for  1972  “Stamp  Collecting”  commemorative,  and 
proofs  of  the  American  and  the  Continental  Bank  Note  Companies  showing  scenes  from 
the  life  of  the  explorer.  Mr.  Rasmussen  also  showed  the  vignette  “Liberty  and  Union,” 
engraved  by  Charles  Burt,  as  a die  proof  and  in  many  of  its  uses. 

Mark  Essner  showed  an  interesting  recent  acquisition:  the  complete  design  of  the 
6c  P'ranklin  essay  for  the  1851  issue  (Brazer  34aEd)  in  black  on  India  paper.  The 
beauty  of  the  frame  for  this  essay  was  commented  on. 

Dr.  Glenn  Jackson  exhibited  a blank  album  made  for  or  by  the  Bureau  engraver, 
Frederick  Pauling.  The  small,  leather-bound  volume  had  pages  with  depressions  to  be 
used  in  mounting  stamps.  Dr.  Jackson  has  filled  the  album  with  India  proofs  of  U.  S. 
issues  from  1847  to  1898,  thus  fulfilling  its  original  purpose.  Also  included  were  a 
number  of  scarce  essays:  the  1868  Jones  essays  with  portrait  of  President  Grant  and 
the  “Peace  1814-1914”  essay. 

(Members  in  the  New  York  area  ami  from  other  areas,  as  well  as  interested  quests,  are  always  welcome 
at  the  monthly  meetincs.  They  offer  an  unusual  opportunity  to  see  at  close  range  some  of  the  truly 
fabulous  material  in  the  essay-proof  field.  ^leetings  are  held  at  the  Collectors  Club.  22  E.  3Sth  St., 
New'  York,  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  each  month  except  January.

Amctiom  Accents 

By  LYNNE  S.  WARM 

The  plexiglass  and  chrome  furnished  auction  gallery  of  Robert  A.  Siegel  was 
more  than  filled  to  capacity  for  all  three  days  of  the  October  8,  9 and  10  sale  of 
United  States  essays,  proofs  and  stamps.  Even  after  every  available  folding  chair 
had  been  set  up  and  offices  stripped  of  desk  chairs,  many  hopeful  bidders  were  left 
standing  in  the  doorways. 

There  were  a few  bargains,  but  prices  generally  were  up,  up,  up  as  dealers 
agents  and  (very  few)  collectors  bid  vigorously  for  the  hundreds  of  outstanding 
items  offered.  As  many  new  highs  were  established  the  standing  joke  became, 
“Haven’t  you  heard  there’s  a recession?”  If  there  is,  there’s  no  sign  of  it  in  the 
stamp  market  when  fine  merchandise  is  on  the  block. 

A gorgeous  block  of  the  National  Bank  Note  90c  carmine  (Scott  #155)  was 
sold  for  $4,000.00  against  catalogue  price  of  $2,500.00.  Continental’s  rose  carmine 
(Scott  #166)  in  an  imprint  block  so  brilliant  and  well  centered  that  it  made  one 
gasp  just  to  look  at  it,  went  for  $3,500.00  . . . more  than  double  catalogue. 

Condition  was  not  quite  as  important  when  it  came  to  essays  and  proofs.  Many 
scarce  items,  honestly  described  as  having  slight  thins  or  toned  spots,  were  knocked 
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down  to  the  floor  at  well  over  catalogue  to  bidders  who  had  examined  the  lots 
and  seen  their  flaws. 

When  my  specialty,  the  First  Bureau  series  came  up,  I was  delighted  to  be 
able  to  pick  up  the  first  few  lots  at  relatively  low  bids.  But  my  luck  ran  out 
fast  as  I had  to  out  bid  almost-as-determined-as-I  dealers  to  win  the  imprint  and 
plate  number  plate  proofs  in  blocks  of  six  and  the  large  trial  color  proofs  of  the 
1894  series.  The  S^xTVz  inch  size  large  die  proofs  of  the  1898  series  also  went 
for  or  above  catalogue,  but  how  often  have  you  seen  them  offered  for  sale?  Any- 
how, all  are  resting  comfortably  in  my  safe  deposit  box  now,  thank  you,  although 
I’m  afraid  my  stamp  budget  is  likely  to  remain  comatose  for  quite  some  time.

At  the  H.  R.  Harmer  sale  of  Nov.  7-8,  1974,  the  second  session  was  devoted 
exclusively  to  proofs  and  a small  number  of  essays. 

The  set  of  four  1869  high  values  with  inverted  centers  reached  $3800,  and  a 
marginal  block  of  four  of  the  30c  with  both  plate  numbers  sold  at  $3600.  The 
“Atlanta”  proofs,  reprinted  in  1881,  present  in  an  exceptional  range  of  color  com- 
binations, sold  at  $100  or  $110  for  the  15c,  24c  and  30c  values  (cataloguing  $140) 
and  for  $210  or  $220  for  the  90c  values  (cataloguing  $170). 

Two  sets  in  blocks  of  four  of  the  1890-93  issue  on  India  paper  brought  $600 
each.  Columbians  were  popular;  a set  of  plate  proofs  on  card  reaching  $525. 
Trans-Mississippi  bicolored  die  essays,  Ic  to  $2,  die  sunk  on  cards  sold  at  $900, 
and  the  set  of  large  die  proofs  in  correct  colors  on  India,  die  sunk  on  cards,  at 
$1450.  Two  sets  of  small  die  proofs  sold  close  to  catalogue  price  at  $850.  The 
regular  issue  of  the  1902-03  on  gray  card  also  nearly  hit  catalogue  at  $550. 

In  the  20th  century  commemorative  issues,  around  three-quarters  catalogue 
appeared  to  be  the  market  level.  The  1907  Jamestown  set  of  small  dies  made 
$850;  the  1912-13  Panama-Pacific  large  dies,  $1650;  small  dies,  $1350;  the  1920  Pilgrim 
large  dies,  $1400;  small  dies,  $1100;  and  1924  Lexington-Concord  small  dies,  $725. 

There  was  a selection  of  “Atlanta”  trial  color  proofs  of  Officials.  Of  State 
there  were  23  lots  between  the  $2  and  the  $20,  nearly  all  different  color  combina- 
tions, the  majority  of  the  lots  sold  at  $210  each. 

Prominent  room  buyers,  in  addition  to  collectors  preferring  anonymity,  were 
Colonel  H.  W.  Allen,  David  Chassy,  Falk  Finkelburg,  Andrew  Levitt,  Louis  K. 
Robbins,  Norman  Robinson,  Stampazine,  and  Irwin  Weinberg  (Miner  Stamp 
Company). 


PREMIERES  GRAVURES  STILL  HIGHLY  PRIZED 

The  true  status  of  the  Premieres  Gravures  or  “first  designs”  of  1861  as  essays 
notwithstanding,  investor-collectors  still  regard  them  as  highly  as  rare  stamps.  At  the 
Robert  A.  Siegel  sale  held  Oct.  8-10,  1974,  a complete  unused  set  brought  $55,000  plus. 
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Stamp  Designs  Literally  Made  from  Stamps 

Lver  innovative  in  stamp  design,  the  Netherlands,  for  its  UPU  centenary  anniversary 
stamp,  chose  a papier-mache  sculpture  of  hands  passing  letters  vividly  colored  in  purple, 
pink,  anthracite  grey,  and  black.  The  papier-mache  was  derived  from  15  kilograms  of 
molding  material  equal  to  250,000  destroyed  stamps  to  create  this  unusual  blend  of 
subject  and  medium. 

(jert  Dumbar  of  Tel  Design  Associated  of  The  Hague  was  responsible  for  the 
concept.  According  to  Dumbar,  papier-mache  is  conducive  to  designs  in  a flat  surface.  He 
experimented  with  it  while  at  the  Royal  College  of  Art  in  London  for  three  years.  He 
translated  a Mondrian  work  into  papier-mache  for  an  advertising  poster  also. 


Netherlands  Design  Features  Perforated  Cows! 

Designs  which  “bleed”  from  stamp  to  stamp  are  no  longer  curiosities,  but  tbe 
Netherlands  25c  stamp  of  July  30,  1974  marking  the  centenary  of  their  Cattle  Herdbook 
Society  manages  to  seem  innovative.  Vertically  arranged,  the  design  features  specimens 
of  the  three  breeds  of  cattle  that  the  Society  registers  standing  side  by  side  in  continuous 
ranks  of  three.  The  vertical  perforations  split  each  rank  so  that  any  one  stamp  shows 
at  the  left  the  rear  ends  (complete  with  udders)  and  at  the  right  the  front  ends  (heads) 
of  the  cattle.

Clifton  A.  Howes,  in  his  Canada:  \ts  Postage  Stamps  and  Postal  Sta- 
tionery, brought  a pioneering  approach  to  philatelic  research,  especially  in 
his  use  of  documentation  and  presentation  of  the  story  behind  the  Canadian 
postal  issues,  which  gave  a new  depth  and  direction  to  the  field.  More  than 
60  years  after  its  original  publication,  in  a now  rare  1911  edition,  Howes’ 
information  and  approach  retain  their  value.
